A GENWFE S8TRAD? 

Mr. Bogumil Sykora, the ’cellist, 
who has returned to Japan after a 
tour of Java and Sumatra, had the 
unusual experience-of discovering in 
‘Manila a ‘cello which he believes to 
be a’ real Stradivarius. The instru- 
ment is in perfect condition and 
shows all the’ rare qualities of a 

‘ genuine Stradivarius. ’ 
An authority on the subject, Mr. 
’ Hill, of London, in a Stradivarius 
book on Stradivarius ’cellos, writes 
that there are 27 known Stradivarius 

-  Jcellos, but that’ there are also-seven 
’ or. eight which so far have not been 
traced. 


When Mr. Sykora arrived in Manila 
and heard that a poor man possessed 
a 'cello with a wonderfully sonorous 
tone, he bought it at once, and find- 
ing that the instrument was of such
